The World of Wheat 


by H. G. L. Strange 
THE WHEAT SURPLUS 

So much hae been written end 
said about the accumulated wheat 
surplus, that many have the idea 
that the eurplus is permanent, and 
that considerable redactions in acre- 
age may have to take place when 
the war ia over, 

For myself I have always stead- 
fastly opposed this idea, knowing 
well from my reading of history that 
the people of the world never have 
had all the bread they wanted to eat 
in any single year during the 6.000 
years of recorded history 

I have aleo noticed that the many 
surpluses, which from time to time 
have appeared in certain producing 
areae, always disappeared much 
sooner than people thought possible 
and «0 the impression has come 
upon my mind that perhaps these 
surpluses are built up by some Great 
Guiding Power beyond our under- 
standing, in order to offset possible 
yeara of poor crops or scarcity that 
may later come along. 

This opinion is somewhat con 
firmed by recent news from Wash- 
ington that the United States Gov- 
ernment is becoming rather conern- 
ed about the disappearance of their 
own large wheat surplus, and it is 
expected that the United States may 
actually be obliged to invite their 
farmers to make some expansion in 
their wheat production for this com 
ing year
